I want at the moment ie to know this, You knew of that plan, defendant, 
did you not?

4 Now, you told this Tribunal that the first that you heard of the 
Fuchrerts plans against Czechoslovakia in 1938 was the interview with the 
Fuehrer that you had on the 21st of April 1938, It is very easy to forget 
something, and I am not putting it to you that you are Jying, defendant, on

the defendant von Ribbentrop as early as the lth of March, six weeks before, 
on this point, had you not, about the liaisoning with the Hungarian High 
Command?

"Most Honored Generals:  Enleoscd I forward to you the minutes of 
a conference with the local Hungarian Ambassador for your confidential 
cognizances As you can judge from it, Me Stojev suggested thatpossible war 
aims against Czechoslovakia be discussed between the German and Hungarian 
armieSe I have many doubts about such negotiations. In case we should 
discuss with Hungary possible war aims against Czechoslovakia, danger exists 
that other parties as well would be informed about this, 

"I would greatly appreciate it if you would notify me briefly 
whether any commitments were moie here in any respect," 

And the Foreign Minister enclosés the minutes of his conversation 
with the Ambassadore 

A I remember this incident only so far as an invátàabion by General 

von Ratz was concernede I did not know at all just what was tobe discussed, 
Blomberg had been invited by von Ratz also, and I did not know what was 
concerned, it could only have been military matters or questions, The ques- 
tion was whether I should make a visit like that, because Hitler had told 
me that he had eonsidered that appropriate. However, an operational Chief-

TIE PRESIDENT: Dre Nelte, the Prosecution did raise the question as 
to whether the Defendant Keitel took part in any political action and upon 
that you may questionhime 

DR, NELTE: Thank you very muche 

Dr. Lammers, what can you say on tho strength of your personal 
knowledge, about the question whether the Defendart Fiold Marshal Keitel did 
occupy himself with political matters on the strength of his position 


as Chief of the OKW, or if he did concern himself with them? 


^ 


A As Chief of the OKW, he had, to start with, nothing to do with 
political matters, The way I understand your question is that you want me 
to say what Mr. Keitel, in his capacity of Minister of War, did do co far 
as he cooperated in political matters and what he carried out, I don't 
quite understand your questions 

Q This has nothing to do with his position as the Chief of the OKT, 
in other words, nor has it anything to do with his functions in the Ministry 
f Ware 

What I am asking you, what I want you to testify to, is the question 
as to whether yeu know that the Defendant Keitel, during the time when he hel: 
the position of Chief of the OKW, occupied himself with political lines, say 
foreign political matters in the first place? 

Regarding the large scale foreign political affairs, particularly 

foreign political affairs, I cannot make any statement regarding Keitel 
since I myself didn't participate in that phase. 


Q Alright, then. I want to ask you a concrete questione 
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You know that Keitcl was present during the reception -- when 
President Hacha came, when first there were mectings with other statesmon 
and you, principally, you were present also. Can you say whether during 
the time that he was presentduring such receptions, was it the function 
of Ficld Marshal Keitel to take part in political discussions and to 
co-operate? 

As far as I know, Keitel has often taken part in discussions with 
foreign statesmene I myself did not take part, 

You have mentioned President Hacha, That was an exception when 
I was thero, In natters regarding the Protectorate, we were not interested 
in forcign political questions, as far as we are concerned, but during 
discussions with prominent men from abroad on foreign policy, I was 
practically nevor present and I cannot say, therefore, to what extent Keitel 
did participate during such c onferences, but I assume that he was 
frequently present during such conferenccge 

Q In other words, you cannot answer that question on the strength 
of your knowledge, In that case, I am askingyou if, in accordance with 
the wishes of the decrce of 4236, Hitler -- in other words, with whom 
you have discussed its problems -- stated whether the man who was to take 
over the position of Chief of the OK/ was to have such political functions? 
Can you say anything on that? 

My opinion was that he wasn't to have anything to do with political 
functions in that sense. He was immodiately subordinate to tho Fuehrer, 

Q Did it ever, at any timc, become known to you, or did you ever 
get the impression that Field Marshal "eitel was a political general, in 
the sense which one usually considers a General political? 

A I never had that impressione 

DR, NELTE: Mr, President, in that case I do not propose to examine 
the witness further since everything else he was going to make statements

BY DR. NELTE: 
Q Witness, in the law regarding the Reich's Defense of 1938, you, 

as Chief of the Reichs Chancellery, were appointed a permanent member of the 
Council for the Reich's Defensee Do you know if this Reich's Defense Law, 
together with the Council for the Reich's Defense, did it ever become 
effoctives 

The Reich's Defense Law was made but has never been promulgated as 
suche In my opinion, it has never therefore become a lawe The contents of 
the Reich's Defensc Law were partially and applied as secret instructions 
from the Fuehror, That Reich's Defense Council, as such, as far as I know, 
never did site I, at any rate, have never received an invitation to attend 
a meeting, and, in my recollection, I have never taken part in any meeting 


for the Reich!s Defense, 
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Two meetings were supposed to have taken place, as I have heard it they 
have been called meetings of the Reichts Defense Council, but I believe that 
these meetings, because of the large number of people attending them -= I think 
there were 60 or 80 called by the Plenipotentiaries for the Four Year Plan —= 
I can remember having partaken in such meetings. Apart from that, after the 
Reich's Defense Law had been formulated, I have had so little to co with it 
during the subsequent years that I myself did not remember that I had been 
appointed a permanent member of this Reich's Defense Council. In such meetings, 
if they were meetings of the Reich's Defense Council, in which I had partaken, 
no matters directly concerned with the defense of the Reich were ever discussed, 

Q Do you know anything about the tasks which the Reich!s Defense Council 
were supposed to have? 

A I know no more about its tasks than what was contained in the law 
which was not published, As far as I can recall, these were very general, 
these tasks which were to be performed referred to the Defense of the Reich. 

Q It has been stated by the Prosecution here that the Council for the 
Reich's defense was an instrument for the planning of azeressive war. At any 
rate, an instrument for aggressions and for rearmament, 

Is there anything you know regarding that, whether the Council for the 
Reich's Defense or whether members of that Council undertook such tasks? 

À Not the least is known to me about that, 

Q I should now like to put a few questicns to you regarding the Secret 
Cabinet Council of which you were supposed to be a member. Defendent Keitel 
woe also a member cf the Secret Cabinet Ccuncil, and it does, in fact, say 
So in that law? 

A When Von Neurath resigned as Foreign Minister, it was the Fuehrer!s 
Wish, so far as the outside world was concerned, that the promoticn of von 
Neurath should be emphasized -- be honored. He ordered me to draw up a 
decree regarding, a Secret Cabinet Council which von Neurath would belong to -- 
tnis Secret Capinet Council, Apart from that, as far as I can recall, the 


foreign minister, the deputy of the Fuehrer, Reichsminister Hess, Field

Consequently, So far as the Fuehrer!s angle is con erned, he was suppose

That was in 1933 and 193h, when Hindenburg was still alive, and during 
that time the Fuehrer did not wish that general political questions be 
raised in the Cabinet by any minister. I have repeatedly had to inform 
ministers that they were to refrain from bringing up questions which did not 
belong in their immediate sphere of influence and discuss them in the cabinet. 

For instance, on one occasion I had to pass on such information to those 
men who wanted to discuss church policy. I had been forbidden to put any 
general political questions on the agenda of such 3 Cabinet meeting. If, 
in spite of that, a minister raised a political question during a meeting of 
the Cabinet, then the Fuehrer used to speak himself and deal with that 
individual person, or order him to report personally, 

Then the period developed when, after Hindenburs's death, the Fuehrer 
became both the head of the State and the leader, and then such debates in 
the Cabinet, as long as there were Cabinet mectin7s, were stopped altorether, 
Nothing could be debated. The ministers were not allowed to feel that they 
were political ministers, I had to communicate these facts to them 
repeatedly, by order of the Fuchrer, and tell them to refrain from raising 
any particular questions durinz Cabinet meetings. 

Tho came the time, which I have alreacy described, during which these 


large-scale political actions took place, and no Cabinet meetings took place 


oe. ei Nie L EEE rt TES 1 
at all, he Fuehrer acted independently and alone, and all statements were 


made on behalf of the Reich Government. He himself made these declarations, 
alone and without consulting anybody first, 

I must admit that the Cabinet quite often complained about that, but 
nevertheless failed to perpetually resist that custom, 
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So gradually, the governmental powers -- if I now consider the 
"government" such as is laid down in Anglo-Saxon law under "Government", then 
there was no longer any Reich Government after 1936 in its proper entirety, 
consisting of minister. That form of government ceased to exist in 1936, 
The Fuchrer was the Reich Government, and those powers had slipped into his 
hands, 

All I can say is that it may have been wrong, it may have been stupid, 
but it wasn't a crime, It was a political development such as has happened 
repeatedly in history. 

I only waht to remind you that in ancient Rome, where the Senate had 
the powers and had all powers, in that connection there was a gradual ==

In tho meantime I once more addressed myself to Herr Himmler, I told him 
that it was necessary to ciscuss these questions since a numbor of problenr 
would have to be solved, particulurly sirco the inoontionto achieve a final 
solution of the Jewish question would probably cxseu to persons of mixed 
blood, first grade, and would also extend to the so-called privileged marriages, 
thet is to say marriages where only ons party was Aryan whorcas the other 
part was Jowish, The Fuchrer siated once more thet he did not wish to have 
report on it but that he had no objections against consulting upon the problems, 
That actual evacuations had taken place had becoms know to mo, At that time, 
however, no mention had been made of principal evacuations, I only knew that 
there were individual cases and I al-vars addressed myself to Himaler a 
individual cases were always treated favorably by Himmler, these case 
had rcached me by means of complaints, 

Finally, in 1943 rumours cropped up according to which Jews were being 
killed. I had no jurisdiction over this sphere cxcept that oecasionolly I 
would receive complaints. On the basis of these complaints I investigated 


the rumours but as far as I an concerned all I could find out was that thor: 


were rumours, One said h- had heard it from the other and nobody wanted to 


mke o Gofinite statement and I om in fact of the opinion that these rumours 
were du. to listening in on foreign broadcast stations and these people just 
did not want to say where they had gotten the information from. 

That caused me once. more to write an attack on tiis mottoy, First of 
all, since I mysclf could not investigate mtters which came under Hinmler!s 


jurisdiction, I addressed myself to Himmler once again, Himmler denied any 
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killings and told me with reference to the order from the Fuehrer that he had 
tho duty to evacuate the Jews and during such evacuations there cases of death 
of old people which did occur, there were accidents, there were attacks by 
cnemy aircraft. In fact, he added that there were revolts, which, of course, 
wuld have to be suppressed witha great loss of blood so as to deter these 
people, Apart from that these people wuld be accommodated in camps in the 
East and he brought out a lot of pictures in albums and he showed me the work 
that was being done in these camps by the Jews and how they worked for the 
roquirauents of war, that there wore tailor shops. He told mo: 

"This is the order of the Fushrer and if you believe that you shuld attack 
that position thon you had better tell the Fuehrer or you had better tell m 
the people who have made these reports to you," 

Of curse, I could not, first of ali because vhoy did not want to be 
named, and secondly, they only knew these things or herssay so that in fact 
I could not have given hin eny mterial at ell, 

Nevertheless, I onec agair reported the sew matter to the Fuehrer and on 
that occasion he gave me practicolly the same reply which I had bee given by 
Himmler and he said; 

"I shall later on decide where thes: Jews will be teken ond in the mean- 
time they are accommodated there," 

Iren he said the same thing Himaler said and that created the impression 
upon me that Himmler had told the Fuchrer--Lammers is about to come and see you 
and ho will probably raise the point with you, 

But that final solution of the Jewish problem was nevortholoss in 
cnd I was determined to bring it up cnce again with thc Fuehrcr, 
succeeded in doing so on the occasion of som: particubrly severe cu:

A Frequently the Fuehrer would ob ject to it, admitting that there were 
reasonable objections from Funk, He was sceptical about hims he just cidntt 
want him there,
